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School Tax Shopping Bag 
Here Jumped; Bandit Was 
Rate Is $2.44 Not A Novice 


Increase Of 39 Cents By 
County Brings Total Levy 
For All Purposes To .$.5.82 

A school tax rate of $2.4i pei;.' 
$100 of assessed valuation for 
Sierra Madre was announced by 
the County Supervisors on Mon¬ 
day. The new levy for school pur¬ 
poses is 39 cents higher than 
last year, making the total tax 
rate for all purposes in this city 
$5.82—the highest of any muni¬ 
cipality in L,03 Angeles county, 
though the actual cosi of operat¬ 
ing the various activities of tlie 
city government is lower than in 
most cities of the same class. 

The local school board submit¬ 
ted a budget that would have 
called for a school tax rate of 
$1.90, a reduction of 1.5 cents 
under the rate of $2.0.5 in effect 
last year. It was merel; .a recom¬ 
mendation. however, ti.'C local 
boards being authorized only to 
submit estimates to be passed 
upon by the county authorities 
who actually fix the rate. 

The rate of $2.11 is divided as 
follows: for general county ele¬ 
mentary schools .309, general 
county high .28.3, elementary 
special .45. elementary bonds .38, 
high school bonds .10, district 
high schools .7.5, junior college 
special .108; total $2.44. 

The local school hoard has not 
been officially notified of the rate 
fixed for this city, nor the vari¬ 
ous items comprising the levy. 
But when shown the figures by 
a NEWS reporter yesterday and 
assured that they were directly 
from the county, Mrs. Cecily A. 
Allen, clerk of the local board, 
expressed her own personal views 
on the subject. She said: 

"Our board expc'cted to I'ay it.s 
fixed charges on 45 cents coming 
under the heaii of elementary 
special, and the 38 cents for in¬ 
terest on the elementary school 
bond i.ssue but certain of the 
county levies seem to have been 
raised more than was expccteri. 
It seems as though this increase 
was made neces.sary by the many 
deficits in other di.stricts through¬ 
out the county. 

"Also to be taken into accoirnt 
is the fact that the nises in 
county levies in 1' rsadena are 
due to the greatly decrease<l valir- 
ations in that city. 

“Thus Sierra Madre. as well as 
other district, must i>ay a higher 
tax rate this year in order to 
balp.nce the districts that had b'g 
deficits due to delinfprent t.axes." 

While the tax rate for all pur¬ 
poses in .Sierra .Madre as now 
finally determined is SO cents 
higher than for the last fiscal 
year, the county amlitor c.sti- 
mates that the actual amount to 
be collected here will be con- 
siderabl.v less than last year, due 
to the decrease of about 20 per 
cent in as.sessed valuation. 

The various purposes for which 
the rate of $5.82 will be collected 
are as follows: for all school pur¬ 
poses $2.44 per $100 of n.ssessed 
valuation: for operation of all 
the city's activities $1, for sink¬ 
ing fund anti interest charges on 
bond is.sues authorized by the 
people $1.13, for operation of the 
public library 17 cents, for main¬ 
tenance of the park 10 cents, for 
county purposes 88 cents and for 
county flood control purposes 10 
cents, total $5.82. 

Figures just released by the 
county auditor show that 32 cities 
of Los Angeles county' have in- 
ereased tax levies for the present 
year, while 10 have decreased the 
rate. The 32 cities in which the 
rate advanced are Avalon, Hell. 
Beverly Hill.s, Burbank, Clare¬ 
mont, Compton, Covina, El Mon¬ 
te, El Segundo, Clendale, Gar¬ 
dena. Hawthorne, Hermosa Beach. 
Inglewood, Los Angeles, Lynwood, 
Manhattan Beach, .MaywfKxl, Mon¬ 
rovia, Montebello. F’asadena, Re¬ 
dondo Beach, San F'ernando, San 
Gabriel, .San Marino. .Santa .Moni¬ 
ca, Sierra Madre. South Pa.sa- 
dena, Torrance, Vernon, West 
Covina, Whittier. 

The ten cities in which there 
in a decrease are Altuimbra 
Azu.sa, Culver City, Glendora. 
Huntington Park, LaVerne, Long 
Beach, .Monterey Park. Signal 
Hill, South Gate. 


Man Who Stuck Up Local 
Bank Operated In Ber- 
^ keley .\nd Los Angeles / 

The .shopping bag bandit wfio 
held up the Sierra Madre Sav¬ 
ings Bank last week, kidnapped 
Miss Mattie Seeley, and serious¬ 
ly wounded a Los Angeles police 
officer in his getaway, was not a 
novice, but has been identified 
l)y reports received by Chief 
Gordon MacMillan here as the 
same man who has pulled sev¬ 
eral similar joba in Berkeley and 
Los Angeles, y 

His dc.scription, and method of 
operation both tally with the 
criminal wanted elsewhere. In all 
previous robberies, the man known 
as "the shopping bag bandit” has 
used a paper bag in which to 
carry away his loot, and has 
vaulted over whatever gates or 
railings happened to stand in his 
way rather than take time to 
open a door. 

No further information has 
been found us to his wherea¬ 
bouts. Last word of the man 
whom radio reports described as 
wearing light trousers, dark coat, 
and with a wounded hand, came 
from a Los Angeles taxi driver 
who drove him to Vermont and 
Manchester avenues, then noti¬ 
fied police. A cordron of 100 of¬ 
ficers immeiliately were thrown 
arounil the Vernon district and a 
thorough search was made, but 
no t race of the fugitive was 
found.

.Mrs. Fred Smith of 347 North 
Grove street, wno was in the 
bank while the bandit was at 
work anil who defied him by 
running out, denies that she de- 
l.ived giving the alarm when she 
left the bank In a communication 
to Thf X'-iCK. she said: 

".Mrs. Fred Smith would like 
the error corrected that she did 
not turn in the alarm immediately 
(luring the bank robbery. She 
rushed irom the bank, calling for 
help and did not see a soul on 
the street She was not two sec- 
ond.s turning in the alarm at 
Thr .Vcics Of/icc. She then went 
back to get her car away from 
the bank thinking bandid might 
take it .and cro.ssed to the bakery 
to watch from safe distance. In 
the mean time the bandit made 
his getaway."

Bond Holder 
Target For 
Swindlers 

Notorious Bunko Man, 
Wanted By Police In Many 
Cities, Tries Job Here 

The Sierra Madre police depart¬ 
ment has issued a warning to all 
owners of stocks and bonds to be 
on their guard again.st a gang 
of bunko men who are operating 
in and around Los Angeles and 
who came within an ace of swind¬ 
ling a South Hermo.sa avenue 
housewife out of a bond valued 
at $1085 on Saturday. 

Calling the Sierra Madre wom¬ 
an on the telephone from Los An¬ 
geles, a man represented himself 
to be the cashier of one of the 
Southland’s largest and strongest 
banks. He said the bonds she held 
had been called and that he would 
send out a bonded messenger 
with a cashier’s check covering 
the value of her security, which 
was to be handed her in return 
for the bond. He said the mes¬ 
senger would arrive within an 
hour. 

Becoming suspicious the wom¬ 
an consulted President Allen of 
the Sierra Madre Savings Bank, 
from whom she learned that the 
bond had not been called. Mr. Al¬ 
len called the Los Angeles bond 
house handling the security and 
satisfied himself that an effort 
was being made to work a bunko 
game. 

Then he called Police Chief 
McMillan. McMillan was inside 
the Hennosa street house when 
the "bonded messenger” arrived. 
He was token into custody. He 
was identified os Edward Arden, 
aged 25, a Hollywood movie extra 
and convinced police that he was 
broguht here from Los Angeles 
by J. G. Baker, alias Edward Curtis 
etc., who turned out to be none 
other than William McGee, notori¬ 
ous confidence man who is wanted 
by police in 40 cities, including 
Ventura and Santa Ana where he 
pulled stunts similar to the one 
he tried here, 

Arden satisfied the local and 
Los Angeles police that he was 
an Innocent tool of McGee's. He 
met him in Reno la.st summer. 
McGcc, then posing as a bond 
broker but selling race pools, be¬ 
friended Arden, who was out of 
employment. He did not see him 
again until a few days ago in ' 
Hollywood. McGee offered him $o 
to do an errand for him, he said, 
and brought him to Sierra Madre. 
McGee parked his car near the 
Congregational Church, handed 
Arden a cashier's check for $1085 
anil told him to hand it to the 
woman who would answer the 
door at a hou.se he pointed out. 

McGee said he would wait for 
Anlen at the Hermosa entrance 
to City Park. Rut he evidently 
became suspicious while McMil¬ 
lan was questioning Arden and 
fleil. Arden quickly IdentififKl 
pictures of McGee in the Los An¬ 
geles rogues gallery. 

Police satisfied themselves that 
Anlen is honestly employed, that 
he had no idea that the check he 
carried here was bogus and that 
he was not knowingly an accom¬ 
plice of the crook. 

McGee Is described as being 
about 40 years old, six feet tall, ' 
heavy set, and has white hair 
dyed black. His Chicago reconl 
number Is C 30(530, while the li¬ 
cense number of the car he was 
driving is 9R-2862, a California . 
license regestered under the name 
of Mrs. Mary J. Anderson who 
last lived at 618 Mountain ave¬ 
nue, in Glendale.

EARLY fN^LUIENT FOR 


Citizens Meeting With Coun¬ 
cil Vote In Favor Of Sur¬ 
vey And Vote Of People 

A proposal that Sierra Madre 
own and operate its own light 
and power plant was put before 
members of the city government 
and a large crowd of property 
oivmers and taxpayers by E. S. 
Cowgill, vice-president of the Util¬ 
ities Companies, Inc., of San 
Francisco, in the council cham¬ 
ber of the City Hall last night. 

Cowgill proposed that his com¬ 
pany would install a $350,000 
power plant here with no cost to 
the taxpayers of the city, and al¬ 
low the plant to pay for itself 
out of the net revenue Inside of 
eight years. 

It was moved by John H. Os¬ 
good and seconded by R. S. Cor- 
lett that the Utilities Company 
be instructed to make a survey 
which will enable it to submit a 
deailed proposal. Mr. Cowgill said 
this survey will undoubtedly show 
the plan is a sound business prop¬ 
osition which will bring in per¬ 
haps $40,000 profit yearly to the 
city treasury. 

The motion was carried without 
dissent and sometime within three 
weeks these figures will be sub¬ 
mitted to the City Council and 
considered along with whatever 
arguments opponents of the prop¬ 
osition may offer. 

The interest that the Utilities 
people ask on their bond, Cowgill 
stated, amounts to six per cent, 
and their sole security would be 
a first lien on the plant’s net prof¬ 
its. The city, he said, would ^cur 
no further indebtedness in the 
matter. 

A question raised by Mrs. Jes¬ 
sica H. Wright developed the 
fact that the net profits to the 
city from operation of a city- 
owned light plant may be used 
; for the operation of the local 
government. thus eliminating 
many city taxes. Mr. Cowgill sub¬ 
mitted examples showing various 
cities had almost dispensed with 
tax levies. An Oklahoma city, he 
said had wiped out all tax leries. 

Cowgill assured his hearers 
that the rate for electric current 
would be greatly reduced to the 
consumers when the plant had 
paid for itself, which he estimated 
would be in from six to eight 
years. 

H. J. Kohl inquired, "Am I to 
understand that your company 
will bear all the expense of in¬ 
stalling and operating this plant, 
and if the city falls to meet its 
obligations that all you may do 
is take away the equipment 
which vou have yourself instal- 
ltd$’’ 

"Yes," answered Cowgill. "But 
we never yet have had to do 
such a thing.” 

Cowgill said that under the 
plan proposed by his compiany 
the city would operate the power 
plant under the supervision of 
the State Railroad (Commission, 
which would also fix the rates to 
be charged. 

Outlining the procedure by 
which the city would enter Into 
the electric light and power busi¬ 
ness, Mr. Cowgill explained that 
following submission of his com¬ 
pany’s survey, the City Council 
might submit the proposal tP a 
vote of the local citizenry at tho 
November election. If the people 
voted in favor of a niunlcipaJly 
owned plant the Council would 
then call for bids for installatloL 
of the plant. 1

famed artist and member of the 
Liondon Royal Academy, his wife 
and family will leave on the 13th 
of the month. 

During his .stay here Coutts has 
p;iinted a landscape which shows 
the eucalyptus on a misty day, 
with the Sierra Madre range In 
the background. With exquisite, 
almost pearl like tone qualities in 
the sky, and more faintly defined 
in the trees and mountains, the 
artist has captured a picture that 
is familiar to all nature loving 
townspeople here. 

He has also been busy com¬ 
pleting a painting of old Mexico, 
which portrays the carefree ca- 
ballerro playing a guitar for the 
favor of his smiling Senorita. 
This work has been ordered by 
an Eastern concern, and will be 
shipped there when finished. 

Very enthusiastic about Sierra 
Madre, both as a beautiful home 
community and as an art centei-, 
Mr. Coutts expre.ssed himself as 
willing to do all in his power to 
help foster the growth of a second 
Carmel here through the organi¬ 
zation of a municipal art insti¬ 
tute. He said: 

“I shall be glad to contribute 
some of my paintings. If it is 
thought that they would be of 
help to the students. It has al¬ 
ways been my wish to be of as 
much to the aspiring artist as I 
p>osslbly could . . When I was a 
government Instructor in Aus¬ 
tralia I would often open my 
studios to students, lecturing 
them, and helping them. Many of 
my colleagues asked me how 1 
thought they were to make a 
living if I handed out instruction 
free. 

“My wife and I came here to 
escape the heat of Palm Springs 
—120 degrees- - and she really 
discovered the place. But now 
that we have found such a won¬ 
derful place as this spot I am 
sorry that we didn't come here 
.sooner.” 

Perhaps one of the reasons that 
the Coutts are fond of Sierra 
Madre Is because, as he pointed 
out to us. the eucalyptus and the 
acacia trees are the only two 
trees native to Australia, and both 
came to California from there. 
Also the climate of Southern 
California and that far continent 
are practically the .same, he found. 

No minor member of the fam¬ 
ily Is Jean,, aged 9, who even 
now paints far better than many 
a modernist (her father despises 
that school as sensationalists), 
and Is being rigidly trained for 
future achievements. Her time is 
divided between her painting and 
helping her mother with the six 
months old baby girl. 

To the uninitiate who Is not 
familiar with Coutts' work, much 
delight is in store. For his paint¬ 
ings are the colorful records of 
his travels in the far corners of 
the world. Paris, Spain, Morocco, 
\u.stralia. Mexico, the California 
desert . . pass in glamorous re¬ 
view upon his canvasses. 

And now a bit of .Sierra Madre 
has been added to that distin¬ 
guished portfolio.
